The “Minister’s address was un- 
deniably one of his: best efforts. He 
spoke*fior, two hours and ‘held the at- 
tention: of the ‘House and well-filled 
galleries, not an easy task when the 
subject matter so largely dealt with 
figures. He was in a happy vein.’ Ho 
had a story of good tidings, of woll- 
filled coffers, of diminishing liability, 
of provincial prosperity and good gov- 
ernment, 

Yet he sounded one striking note 
of wnrning to the, municipalities. 

Increase of Municipal Debts. 

Ho regarded as a most serious mat- 
ter the great increase of $5,200,000 in 
the municipal debts. ‘ 

“I firmly believe,” said Hon. Col. 
Matheson, “in the municipalities 
owning a reasonable amornt of their 
pate utilities, but are they not go- 
ng beyond safe financial bounds? 
They are wasting their money. 1 be- 
lieve it to be my duty as Proyincial 
Treasurer to warn them to be caro- 
ful. Let there be a revival in the pub- 
lic interest in municipal affaira.”* 

At present there was a tendency. to 
reckless and wasteful municipal ex- 
‘penditure in the ‘cities, towns ~ and 
Villages,a carelessness over growing 
overdrafts and a readiness on the part 
of banks and financiera to avoid muni-+ 
cipal securities. . 

. Spent On Education. < 

Col. Matheson drew attention to 
the growth of the province during the 
past two years. The greater outlay 
had been largely devoted to educa- 
tion, to the assisting and benefiting 
of the rural schools and the encour- 
agement of tho Provincial university, 

rid to the paying to the municipali- 
‘ica of the railway taxation; the ex- 
ecnditure was being paid to the 
people. 5 

In detail he reviewed the expendi- 
ture and receipts of the various gov- 
erminental departments, pointing out 
the great progress which had been 
made in all lines of effort. In com- 
parison he traced “the many peculiar 
and unexplicable financial transac 
tions which characterized the form- 
er Government's regime and boldly 
@iaracterized them as graft. The 
cable correspondence between Hon. 
Mezsrs. Harcourt and Ross over the 
English Coates & Co. loan was made 
public, showing tint someone was to 
reccive the “$25,000 commission.” 
“The most charitable construction to 
bs placed upon this transaction,” de- 
clnred tho—Minister, “ia that’ thia 
commission was to be devoted to the

Newfoundland Considering 
* Transatlantic Line. 
~ Halifax, N. 8., March “!.—In the 
Neowfoundladd’ Legislative Assembly 
Wednesday “night Premier Bond pro- 
posed the tion .of a contract be- 
tween the Newfoundland Government 
andthe Messrs. Ochs, capitalists, of 
London and Paris; providing for the 
eatablishment,of a short line of trans- 
atlantic steamers between Killery, on 
the west const of Ireland, and Green 
Bay, on 
land:--

The ‘plan also provides for a two- 
hour railway ‘trip across. the colony 
to Port au Basque, whence a twenty. 
knot steamer would convey mails and 
Passengers to Gaspe, Quebec, in sum- 
mer, and Sydney, C. B., in winter. 

The promoters of the project claim 
that there would: be a saving of 2 
hours over any 
route, 

The project must take shape within 
“two years or else all liability on the 
part of the colony will cease. 

Should the capitalists carry out their 
announced plans the Newfoundland 
Government proposes to pay’ them 
$75,000 annually for 25 years. It is 
said that the British, American and 
Canadian Governments will be asked 
< assist in establishing the proposed 

ine. 

The Messrs. Ocha are given the right 
to construct a tunnel under the Btrait 
of Kelle Isle within eight years, and 
establish railway connections between 
2 proposed line through Labradar atid 
the Newfoundland Railway. 

The Legislature will act on the con- 
tract within a few days.

Close upon -n hundred thousand 
eates are dealt with in a year in this 
remarkably efficient hospital...

In order that patients ma 
not be unnerved by the sight of dead-

In hunting 
them the Indians employ a weasel, 
which {is trained to enter the crevices 
of ‘the rocks, where the animals often 
Ne concealed during the day to avold 
the ‘sunshine, and drive them out, 
when they are caslly killed.

Foundations Are Old. 

“How an old Noman would laugh if 
he should suddenly pop in here and 
vhear.us talk about the apa t 
house as a product of saedcareeninas 
tion!” the Washington Post quotes ao 
Scholarly looking gentleman as saying.

“Those apartment houses were called 
insylac (Islands), and’ avery, appropri- 
ate name it was, considering that they 
housed a floating popniation. And the 
tenants had thelr. troubles, too, just as

“There was the same hue and cry 
then about the height of the buildings, 
and in the time of Augustus there was 
a law restricting the height of dwelling 
houses to seventy fcet, but this law.

A ham welzhins 
Ahirty pounds at New York oust to 
welzgh some $00 pounds on the sun's 
surface; hence the astronomer does not 
speak of the weight of a planct, be- 
cause that would depend upon the 
place where it was welshed. Lut he 
speaks of the mass of the planet, 
which means how much planet there is, 
no matter where It might be weishesl, 
At the same time we night, without 
apy inexuctness, agree that the weight 
of a heavenly body should be ixed by 
the weight it would have In New 
York. As we could not Imagine a 
planet in New York, because it may 
bo larger than the carth itself, what 
we are to Imagine is this: Suppose the 
planet coukl be divided Into a million 
million million equal parts and one of 
these parts brought to New York and 
weighed.

They May Be Detected by the Hole 
Drilled Through Them. 5 

The means of ascertaining the genv- 
ineness of pearls, which are frequently 
imitated’ with marvelous skill, Is ¢3- 
pecially important to the layman, even 
though the jeweler may quickly detect 
them. Imltatlons are usually lighter 
than real pearls and generally are brit- 
tle, although some are made solid of 


fish scales and do not ‘break so casily. 


while the holes, which In the  penrt 
are drilled very small and bave'a shirp 
edge, are In the false larger and have a 
blunt cdge. As a rule, the Imitation 
pearls are like hollow spheres of glass 
coloted internally with 2 coating tmi- 
tating the orient of natural pearl. . 
The manufacture of these articles 
embraces two series of operations—the 


production of the sphere and the intro- -«* 


duction of coating. The spheres are 
produced by the glassblower, who by 
ald of an enameler’s lamp solders the 
extremity of a tube when the sub- 
stance ts of the right consistency, In 
this way are obtained very r lt 
tle spheres that serve for the composi- 
tion of the ordinary quality of false 
pearls, : 

In the more beautiful imitations the 
tube employed Is slightly opalescent, 
and the glasablower, besides, gives ty 
the litle spheres while they are yet 
malleable certain slight perceptible in- 
equalities of surface by gently tapping 
them with a small iron bar.

Uniform Scale of Taxation, 

Hon. Mr. Cochrane propoeced a 
change in the bill os now printed, 
which calls for a sliding scale of tax- 
ation, viz., the percentage of tax in- 
creases: with the increase of profits. 
This was objectionable to the imining 
men and their arguments were ‘con- 
yincing enough to lead to a change 
to a uniferm scale. The firat draft 
would penalize success and fine men 
for careful ond economical manage~- 
ment. He would, therefore, make this 
amendment in committec. 

Answering Col. Atkinson (North 
Norfolk) Mr. Cochrane said it was not 
the intention to tax farmers who 
were themselves using natural gas, 
but - only those who were trafficking 
in it on a commercial basis. 

Mr. T. H. Preston (South Brant) 
protested against the tax on natural 
fas, which was destined to provide 
cheap light, heat and fucl. Tho Gov- 
ernment, in his opinion, should rather 
bonus: than tax. 

Tax On Natural Gas. 

Hon. J. P. Whitney, the Prime 
Minister, said the Government could 
not put an export tax on natural gas. 
It was on that account—and only on 
that account—that the Government 
had determined-to put a tax on na- 
tural gas and robate for that used -to- 
cally. 

Mr. E. Jessop (Lincoln) snid ‘that if 
the tax would prevent the exportation 
of natural gas from Ontario to the 
Gnited States it was a step in the 
tight direction. Last year over 97,000,- 
000 cubic fect of natural gas was-ex; 
ported to the United States. 

In reply to Mr. McCoig (Weat 
Kent) the Minister said that the:Gov- 
ernment would meet, the question of 
meters in various ways. Mr.-McCoig 
contended that near Chatham natural 
gas was forced ten miles, and that:in 
this way there was considerable loss.

Calculations of the total wealth of 
Q& nation are always estimates more 
or leas accurate, but when well done 
they are both instructive and inter- 
esting. Mr. W. J. Harris and Rev, K. 
A. Lake have just made a calculation 
of the wealth of the United Kingdom 
bescd. mainly on the Estate Duty Re- 
turns.

(1) That the children who lost their 
lives were asphyxiated ag the result of 
Mr. Hand having left certain doors 
open, thus having allowed amoke to 
reach and pass halls 
the building. 

(2) That the fire drill, of which the 
school had boasted, had been omitted, 
besides which the Protestant eshool 
commissioners should have ordered 
more frequent practice. 

(3) That Mise: Maxwell, the teacher 
who lost her life, waited too long in 
notifying the children of the upper 
storeys of their danger. 

(4) That the fire apparatus, namely, 
exterior fire escapes, were missing 
from the building. 

None of the grounds given above 
constitute a ¢rime. The Protestant 
‘schoo! commissioners cannot therefore 
bo -held crinfinally \responsible. 

We suggest that \in each school a 
marshall or caretaker shall be em- 
ployed, who shall watch for such 
exigencies.

Doctrine—Clause of ‘Labor Bill 


through a‘ few pointed questions by 
W. F. Maclean (South York), and the 
staggering attempts at answer 
trated ‘by the Minister "of Rallvaye? 
~The House was ‘in committees on s 
rivate bill entitled “‘an act respect- 
the Grand Trunk Railway Co. of 
Canada." Artfully buried ‘under tons 
Of verbage, thers had been inserted 
in this bill a section respecting that 
part of the Grand Trunk charter pass- 
ed in 1852, which in consideration of 
a grant of $3,000 a mile, required the 
forpeny to run over the length of its 
line at least one train a day, carrying- 
third-clase~passengers at m penny a 
mile. As reported to the House from 
the Railway Committee, this section 
was dropped. It had been wijhdrawn 
-by the solicitor of the G. T. BR. in 
cammmitiee, Who did so at the request 
of the Government. : 

Mr. Maclean demanded that the 
Government should state its position. 
Terrified by public opinion, it had re- 
tained upon the statute book,the pen- 
ny-amile clause. Did it now intend 
tw enforce that clause? 

» Mr, Emmerson replied that he was 
“not the father confessor of the Grand 
Trunk Railway.” Indeod, he knew lit- 
fle about its charter. He aasumed 
that any’ provision contained in ‘its 
charter would be faithfully observed 
by the G..T. RB.” : 

Sir Wilfrid Inculsitive., 

At this point Sir Wilfrid butted in, 
to the great embarrassment of his 
hhailway Minister. 

“On what authority do you say thu 
this Government had the G. T. R 
withdraw this clause?” he asked. 

Mr. Maclean: “On the authority of 
Mr, Biggar, solicitor of the G. T. R., 

ho was notified by the Minister 

f Railways and Canals.” 

Sie Wilfrid made no further inter- 
ruption, but later on, Mr. Emmerson 
in a way, impugned the veracity of 
Mr. Biggar and then inveighed against 
the two-cents-a-milo as a “dangerous 
doctrine.”* 

He put forward these two propoai- 
tions: 

First, that the rnilwaya of Canada 
at present only charged two cents 2 
mile, second-class. 

Second, that in Nebraska the pas- 
sage of the two-cents-a-mile act had 
led to the railwaya abolishing all 
pnascs, excursion rates and other priv- 
ilegea. 

Information at Last. 

“Answer mo these two questions,” 
demanded Mr. Maclean. ‘Is this 
penny-a-mile clause in force, and do 
you intend to enforce it?” 

“I never denied that there was such 
a statute,” said Mr. Emmerson, but 
he positively refused to make any 
pledge that he would enforce it,

Railway Men Object. 

R. L. Borden could see nothing to 
criticizo in the railway trainmen pre- 
ferring the oct of 1903. He doubted 
whethpr Mr. Lemiecux’s. amendment 
had any such effect as he claimed for 
it. He suggested some change in 
phrascology that might to some ex- 
tent carry out the purpose of the pro- 
posed amendment. Mr. Lemieux said 
that the only objection by the rail- 


* way men was one based on the large 


expense involved. He insisted that 
they could keep clear of the pending 
legislation by ucting promptly, and 
the case arose by invoking the-act of 


1903, - 

Mr. Rorden pointed out that the 
railway men urged that they already 
had a system of patient and exhaus- 
tive enquiry between employer and 
employe, and, morcover, there had 
been no strike or lockout sinco 1993. 
It was now proposed that either one 
side or the other could invoke the pro- 
posed bill and refer the whole matter 
anew to a third tribunal. 

Mr, Lemieux replied that tho pres- 
ent bill would o; be put in opera- 
tion in case the railway men should 
fail to invoke the conciliation clause 
of the bill of 1903. 2 

The bill did not get through com- 
mittee. It is to be reprinted and fur- 
ther considered.

Care of the Piano. ‘ 

A piano should be tuned at regular 
intervals, preferably after the begin- 
ning of cach season, It becomes out of 
tune as much by change of tempera- 
ture as by use, 

Too much stress cannot be placed 
“‘wpon the selection of a tuner, as an 
Incompetent tuner can-do grejt ‘dam- 
age and will usually magnify a slight 
trouble fa order to Justify a high price. 
It Is best never to engage an unknown 
tuner, or If ho is engaged bo careful to 
examine bis references and be satished 
that he ts reliable and oxpericaced. 

Tho jingling or singing sound at 
tlmes noticcable when the plano Is 
played frequently Is duc to what Is 
called “sympathetic vibration.” This 
ts produced tiy &n ordinary article in 
the room vibrating In sympathy with 
some particular note In the, plano,, To 
ascertain the cause of this vibratlon 
the key which scems to produce the 
difficulty should be struck by oné per 
son and anotker should go about the 
room Ustening carefully, and thus the 
article whjch vibrates can be discar-- 
ered and the cause remored. 

Any hard substance, no matter how 
small, when dropped Inside of a plano 
will cause a rattle or jarring nolse. 

If a pedal should squeak remore the 
bottom pan¢l of the plano and apply a 
Nttle black Jead, powdered from a pens, 
cil, at the part where friction exists, 

sCleaning the case may, be accom- 
plished by weitins a plece of canton 
flannel and dropping upon it a few 
drops of ordinary olive oll, Rub a 
small portion of the plano at a time, 
wiping it off thoroughly with a dry 
nlece -of canton flannel.

The Individual plant for sewage dis- 
posal may often be a well and a cess- 
pool, the cesspool, once a bogy to san- 
ftariangs,. being now. justificd by the 
septic tank and the sand filter, both of 
which principles ure employed in: its 
construction. Two points must be rec 
ognized here: Such n covering of the 
Well that the grave danger of surface 
pollution may be avoided, for it Is 
most essential that no pollution should 
be washed through covering boards; 
also the direction: of dralnage, which 
fs gencrally toward the nearest water 
course, must be such that the water 
supply may not be below the point of 
sewage disposal, With these simple 
precautions of ‘sol!, coverlng of well 
and proper location of water and draln- 
fet, the Isolated country house owner 
tuny {cel secure.—Hollis Godfrey. in 
Atlantic.

Carious Freaks of Razors, 

The finest grades of razors are so del- 
feate that even the famous Damascus 
sword blades cannot ‘equal them In 
texture. It is not gencrally known that 
the graln of a Swedish razor ts so sen- 
sitive that its general direction Is 
changed ‘after a short service. When 
you buy a fine razor the grains run 
from tho upper end of the outer point 
in a diagonal direction toward the ban- 
dlc, Constant stropping will twist the 
stecl until the graln appears to be 
straight up and down. Subsequent use |* 
will drag the grain outward from the 
edge, so that after steady use for sev- 
eral months the fiber of the steg! occu- 
ples a poaltion exactly the reverse of 
that which It did on the day of pur. 
chase, The process also affects the 
temper of the biade, and when the 
grain acts from the lower outer polnts 
towarl the back you hare a razor 
which cannot be kept in condition even 
by the most conscientious barber. But 
here's’ another curious freak that will 
take place in the same tool: If you 
leave tho razor alone for a month or 
two and take it up you will find that 
the grain bas assumed its first position. 
The operation can be repeated until the 
steel is worn through to the back.—

London, March 21.—The women suf- 
fragists attempttd a demonstrative 
raid on Parliament, more important 
and more numerous than. any other 
previous celfort, yesterday.

The rest of the evidence presented 
in behalf of the prosecution was mere- 
ly a repctition of the Police Court tes- 
limony regarding the murder. 

George Elliott, counsel for Rayner, 
in his opening speech for the defence, 
said it was not part of his case to 
prove that the prisoner was ao son of 
the late Mr. Whiteley. Rayner, right- 
ly or wrongly, believed he waa his eon 
and counsel was Wing to chow that 
Rayner was insane, in the legal cense 
that he was a degenerate, whore 
mind was tainted, defective and weat- 
ened by the over-indulgence of two 
fenerations of his family in drink. 

The jury, after being absent nine 
ininutes, returned a verdict of wilful

OCEAN CLAIMS TOLL. 


64 Shivs and 199 Lives Lost During 
the Winter. 

Boston, Mass:, March 23.—A total of 
199 lives and 54 ships have been sac 
rificed to the storins and treacherous 
coasts of New England and the Mari- 
time’ Provinces for the winter just 
ended, according to the statistics com- 
piled by the Associated Prees yester- 
aay. Of the vessels, no account has 
been taken of the dozens that’ have 
been driven ashore, but later refloat- 
ed, and the figures do not include the 
loss in Connecticut waters. The long 
list of dead is swollen out of all pro- 
portion to those of many previous 
yeara by the sinking of tha steamer 
Larchmont in Block Island Sound the 
night. of Feb. 31, with an estimated 
loss of 159 lives. This waa the one 
great disaster of the year in these wa- 
ters, the largest loss of life in any 
other single wreck occurring in the 
foundering this month of the New- 
foundland schooner Harry Louis, with 

er entire crew of eight men. 

As usual, the Nova Scotia coast has 
proved the most disastrous to ship- 
pins this. year, claiming 16 vessels, 

ut Newfoundland war not far by 
hind with 14 craft. The American 
coastwise fleet waa the heaviest, loser, 
with 35 ships and 175 lives, while the 
British loss was 18 ships and 24 lives.

MAXIM'S LATEST DEVICE. 


New Safety Detonating Fuse Invented 
After Ten Years’ perimenting, 
_ New York, March 23.—Hudson Max- 
im, inventor of high explosives, made 
the*dinner tendered by the Canadian 
Club last night to Sir Percy Sander- 
son,.the retiring British consul-gen- 
eral at this port, the occasion of the 
first announcement about a new safe- 
ty detonating fuse which he haa in- 
vented after ten years’ of experiment- 


ing. 

He declared such a device haa been 
the aim cf inventors for -years. By 
means of it, he said, it is at last poe: 
sible to send an armor-piercing shell 
through armor and cause it to explode 
at exactly tho—distance-—behind -the 
armor desired by the gunner. It will 
not matter whether the armor is one 
inch or 12 inches in thickness, the 
inventor asserted.

Prospectors Discover Skeletons of tn- 
dians Who Pertshed Years Ago. 


A party of 8t. Lawrence Island pros- 
pectors have just returned to Nome 
and tell of the finding‘of skeletons of 
a native tribe t perished as a re- 
sult of famine more than twenty years 
ago. There were 150 skeletons in all, 
bearing evidence of the suffering 
which the victims must have endur- 
ed-at the time. The weapons found 
with the bones were of the most primi- 
tive sort. 

A native guide told them that the 
victims knew of other setllements of 
natives farther south, but that there 
had been a feud between them for 
nearly 100 eae before the winter in 
which all had perished. ; 

The guides said a whaling vessel 
had come to the southern portion of 
the island during the summer pre- 
vious to the famino and that instead 
of s ing the season in hunting and 
fish the natives had idled axes 
their time.

KING EDWARD A BARGAIN. 


British Monarchy Maintained by Rev- 
enue From Nation’s Land. 


Prof. Masterman, of Binningham. 
has pointed out that we get onr mon- 
arch at considerably under cost price. 

-About a hundred years ago, the 
Crown lands, which then formed the 
chief source of revenue, were taken 
over by the nation, and they now 
bring in rather more than it costs the 
country to maintain the monarchy. 

As to the curious maxim in English 
law that “the King can dono wrong,” 
Prof. Masterman explains that — thia 
means that the law courts can take 
no cognizance of what the King does, 
but politically avery action of the 
King must be sanctioned by some per- 
se who can do wrong, and who can 
be punished for doing wrong. Th+ 
King has to act through certain defi- 
nite channels, and the whole of Enrg- 
lish constitutional history lies round 
the contest to limit those channels.

The nine kinds of notes printed by 
the Bank of England aro all on thin, 
white, crisp paper. The Ink used is 
black, a hard, dry preparation,. sald 
to be made from naphtha smoke. A 
peculiarity of the English notes is that 
the ‘engraving 1s simple and old fash- 
toned, In contrast to the notes of ofher 
countries, which are most elaborately 
engraved by complicated machinery, 
the designs belng dificult of imita- 
tion by band and the lathes and ruling 
engines being so costly as to discourage 
counterfeiters. The English paper is 
made by 2 private concern, as is that 
In use in the United States, the pulp of 
the latter. belng a mixture of linen, cot- 
ton ‘and silk, the slik threads coming 
into prominence after the printing. The 
French bank note paper ts of similer 
texture, hair being used with the pulp 
instead of silk threads.” Over 50,000

Marconed on Raft and Nearly Swept 
Over the Falls. 


The wild northern woods offer many 
peculiar dangers to the luinbermen, 
unumiess, trappers, and fishermen who 
sojourn there, but few men haye had 
u more hair raising experience than 
the cashier of a bauk, who was ma- 
rooned on a raft and all but swept 
over the falls of a branch of the Chip- 
pewa river.

This ef course plays 
into the hands of ths American dry- 
dock owners. Not one vosscl built in 
Canada cypecrs in the United States 
rogister, whilo thoro are in the 
Canmiditn register 236 steamers and 
172 sailing vesselx that wera built 
in the United States besides ths 68 
large steol steamers. built in Great 
Eritain. Last year $100,000 worth 
of repairs to Canadian vessels was 
performed in * American  ahipyards, 
while not one per ceni. of that was 
spent by American owners in Cana-

Government's Policy Is for Sab- «

Toronto, March 27.—In ao brief ade 
dress which breathed the broad spirit 
that characterizes the Government in 
educational matters, Hon. R. A. Pyne, 
Minister of Education, yesterday in- 
trodaced two important measures to 
the Legislature. . 

In his address Hon. Dr. Pyne ex- 
pressed the hope that inate of edu- 
cational policy would be approached 
apart altogether from party feeling. 
He trusted the sentiment which would 
pervade both Government and Oppo- 
stion members would be a desire to 
best verse the interests of the educa- 
tion of the youth of Ontario, “The 
QUls may produce much discussion,” 
decadred the Minister, “bet it is my 
desire that it will redound in every 
ar possible to the encouragement 
and succets of the schools in the ru- 
ral districts of the Province.” 

Qualifications of Teachers, 

Regarding the measure to “require 
qualification of certain teachers, the 
Minister said that the recent decision 
of the Privy Council had come sud- 
denly upon some of the Separate 
School teachers. It was for this rea- 
son it was proposed to give present 
at ee just and ample time to qaal- 

x. 

The act to amend the Public feltools 
Act provides that’ every corporation, 
society, etc., having in its custody 
any child shall be entitled to send it 
to the public or separate school in 
the locality in which the child re- 
sides. It further provides that where 
boards of trustees extablish continu- 
ation classes, or unite with other 
boards for, such purpose, that they 
may levy according ‘to the equalized 
assessment of ¢. municipality. The 
township council shall pay to the 
trustees their ac! disbursementa 
for maintenance arid transportation of 
their pupils, and shall receive such 
legislative and county grants as may 
be determined. The act also provides 
that the outlay may be made to cover 
dental and medical inspection and 
to maintain {ree evening lectures for 
the citizens at large, The trustecas 
may permit the school house to be: 

for any cducational or lawful 
Purpose which in their discretion they 
think p r. Urban school boards 
may spend such sums as they sce fit 
on encouraging gymnastics and ath- 
letic exercises, not to ‘exceed $200 
where the annual regiatered attend- 
ance does not exceed. 3,000, ami $50 
additional for cach additional thous- 
and in attendance.. 

Levies For Salaries. 

Section 12 as amended provides that 
the county is to levy an amount equal 
to the amount of the legislative grant. 
Where a township in an organized 
county has an equalized asscasment 
of $30,000 for each public school sec- 
tion, the township is to raise $300 for 
each teacher or princi teacher, and 
an additional sum $200 for each 
assistant teacher. “In townships in, 
the territorial districts the amount is 
$150 for cach teacher and $100 for 
each assistant. The sums ao levied 
must be applied to teachers’ salaries 


only. ‘

One of the most impressivg msant- 
festations of the power of the modern 
team engine is the sight of an up to 
date freight locomotive starting a train 
of forty ‘or fifty cars- and gathering 
way until the whole mass Is thundcr- 
ing over the rajls at'a speed of twenty. 
five or thirty mi our, When we 
attempt by our unaided ‘strength to 
more a heavy plece of furniture, we 
understand very well what is meant 
by mass and inertia. To move a singic 
Joaded freight car on the level by hu- 
man power It Is necessary to crowd 
around It as many men as can Iny their 
hands or shouklers against it In a unit- 
ed propulsive effort. And hence when 
we sce not one, but forty or fifty Joad- 
ed cars, started from rest and swung 
into their full stride by. a slogle loco- 
motive the latter becomes symbolical 
in the popular mind of majestic power. 
. [tds for this reason that to represent 
the horsepower which will be neces- 
sary to drive the new Cunard liners ‘at 
twenty-four and one-fourth knots an 
hour we bare taken the averaife sized 
freight locomotive as our unit of com- 
farison. The least amount of power 
which the designers of the Lusitanla 
and Mauretania found would be nec- 
essary to drive these ships at their con- 
tract specd was 63,000 horsepower. 
Now, the horsepower of tho aterage 
freight locomotive is about 2,100, and 
consequently the total thrust on the 
four propellers of each of these ships 
will be equal to the total pull exerted 
Uy thirty-two modern American freight, 
engines. Onc of these locomotives 
could hau! on the level a train of fifty 
cart, whose total length would be just 
a third of a mile. Consequently the 
whole power of the Cunanler 
cxpresein terms of locomotive work 
woukl sufficient to haul a train of 
1,000 eara, whose total .Jength would be 
orer dive miles.

HIDDEN WEALTH. 


How Fortunes Lie In the 
Sheffield Factories. 

The average person would hardly ex- 
Pect to find a fortune in mere dust, 
and yet large fortunes hare been made 
out of the filings swept up from the 
Wworkrooms of the Shefileli factories 
Whero alt’ kinds of silfer goods are 
made. epee 

Many thousands of pounds have been 
made during the past few years out of 
this dust, which at one time was 
thought nothing of, but was thrown 
out on to the'rubbish heap in the usual 
way.- 

It ts hard to say how many men are 
indebted to this dust for the good for- 
tune they enjoy at the present time 
owing to tho gencral disregind of 
Sweepings, as they are termed, in tho 
past, but there is no doubt that several 
very rich familles in Sheffield hare 
been made, financially speaking, out of 
the sweeplngs of factory floora_ 

There is one family in particular 
who keep their carriage and peir and 
staff of servants on the Income derived 
from the Intge volume of capita! mado 
out of dast. The founder of the fam- 
ily fortunes used to go round with a 
sack and beg the dost, which he gave 
to his fowls, according to his own 
showing. In reality, however, he ex- 
tracted the silver from it and sold it 
back to the manufacturers in clean 
ingots at the market price. 

This ho did for years and was’ en- 
abled by means of working secerctly 
and tnodustriously -to pile up a huge 
fortune which the present generation 
enjoys. Ultimately, however, it” oc- 
curred to one manufacturer that where 
men were constantly chipping’ and 
chasing there must of necessity be a 
great waste of sliver uponth® floor, 

For a long time he said nothing,,but 
fare orders for /the sweepings of tho 
workrooms to bé.shot Ina particular 
Place. He then started a small smelt- 
ing plant and purchased other dust, 
from which he extracted the silver, but © 
his anxiety respecting the dust soon 
Aroused the suspicions of other people, 
and today an average firm of silver 
manufacturers nets something lke 
{500 a year from. thelr- sweepings, 
which not so long ago they threw 
away as of no consequence. 

The Qoors of the workshops are now 

swept regularly snd with care. The 
dust is put Into sacks and soki to the 
smelters, who put it through the smelt- 
Ing process and extract the silver that 
has been wasted. _Tho aggregate in- 
come from the. aweepings, of Sheffield 
‘orkshop floors amounts to many thon--

The bombardment of the three vil- 
lages in the Vinschka district, in - 
whfch rioters had taken refuge, un- 
doubtedly resulted in a very large 
ensualty list, but the exact numbers 
cannot be learned. It is known, how- 
ever, that several hundred peasants 
were arrested there. 

There have been sanguin: en- 
counters in the district of Deli, but 
details are lacking. The peasants 
there are riotous, and rumor places 
the number killed and wounded in 
encounters with the troops at several

The authoritica are beginning to use 
artillery to bombard the village where 
the rioters take refuge.

Eleven Officers Killed. 

It is impossible to give even an 
spnroximate estimate of the number 
killed or wounded since the beginning 
of the disorders, but there is appar- 
ently good reason to believe that the 
reports have not been exnggerated, 
and that when the totals finally are 
learned they will be greater than ia 
now supposed. Not less than eleven 
army officers have been killed or 
wounded.
